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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant stated on the remark pages 10-1 1 
that in the embodiment described at column 16, lines 30-49 in FARRIS, the intelligent peripheral 23 is contacted before dial-tone service is 
provided. Accordingly, the embodiment described at column 16, lines 30-49 in FARRIS is entirely unrelated to functionality that follows a 
precursor condition of an outbound call being placed to a dialed number and received at the switch. That is, as described above, the 
personalized services described in the cited portions of FARRIS with respect to claim 24 do not disclose or suggest a combination that • 
includes at least a "call processor message being sent to the switch for controlling the outbound call received at the switch" where the call 
processor message is sent "based on action information in response to a switch message when condition information is satisfied, the 
switch message being received in response to the outbound call being placed to a dialed number and received at the switch" as recited in 
claim 24. 

As described above, FARRIS also does not disclose the features recited in claim 35. That is, as described above, the personalized 
services described in the cited portions of FARRIS with respect to claim 35 do not disclose or suggest a combination that includes at least 
a "call processor message being sent for controlling the outbound call received at the switch" where the call processor message is sent 
"based on action information in response to a switch message when condition information is satisfied, the switch message being received 
in response to the outbound call being placed to a dialed number and received at the switch" as recited in claim 35. 
Tht examiner respecfully disagrees. 

Farris stated on column lines 16-30 The SSP capable switching offices initiate such processing upon detection of triggering events. At 
some point during processing of a telephone call, a central office switching system 11 will recognize an event in call processing as a 'Point 
in Call* (PIC) which triggers a query, for example to the SCP 19. Ultimately, the SCP 19 will return an instruction to the switching system 
1 1 to continue call processing. This type of AIN call processing can utilize a variety of different types of triggers to cause the SSPs 1 1 to 
initiate the query and response signaling procedures with the SCP 19. In the presently preferred embodiments discussed below, the 
personal dial tone service utilizes an off-hook immediate trigger, a dialed number trigger such as a 3/6/10 trigger and a terminating 
attempt trigger (TAT), to facilitate different aspects of the service. Some enhanced caller ID services utilize a TAT to initiate queries to the 
LIDB database to. obtain calling party name information for delivery to a called party who subscribes to the enhanced service. For 
incoming calls directed to numbers associated with the personal dial tone service, the serving end office switch will have a TAT set against 
the telephone number for links associated with that service, which will cause the switch to query the SCP 19. Therefore the switch is 
processing the outbound call according to a at least one call processing message which trigger events described by Farris . 
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
